Between 
sixty and seventy soldiers were in- 
* j tired. 
The civilians threw tw’en- 
ty-nine bombs. 
This attack followed a niglit of 
terror into which the 
city 
was 
plunged as the result of street fight­ 
ing in which Sinn Feiners and mili­ 
tary participated. 
Two men were killed and some 
forty were wounded in the gun 
Lighting, which brought the total 
ol casualties well over the one hun­ 
dred mark. 
The Sinn Feiners used the gueril­ 
la tactics, which had been outlined 
in the plan of campaign of the re­ 
publican army. 
The fighting broke out as the 
result of a bayonettlng incident in 
the street in which a former sol­ 
dier was killed. 
The firing, which 
was participated in, it was stated, 
by military patrols in motor lorries 
and armored cars caused consterna­ 
tion. 
Frightened women and chil­ 
dren hurried into side streets and 
doorways and knocked frantically 
at numerous houses for admission. 
Volunteer patrols hurried to their 
assistance, but several young girls 
and former soldiers already had 
been hit by flying bullets and were 
taken to the hospital.

- Both President Monroe and con 
BTess insisted that this clause con 
■ijiofed with the federal constitu­ 
tion in that it excluded free citi 
zens, as free negroes were then 
regarded, from enjoying any of tin 
privileges and immunities guaran 
teed them by the federal constitu- 
Gku. 
tion. 
Consequently, not until Aug 
ust 10,1821, when she passed th< 
required “solemn public act,” waj- 
Missouri 
officially 
considered 
; 
member of the sorority of state 
hood. 
In Ihe meantime, however, she 
enjoyed the distinction of being a 
“wildcat 
state, with u full si t, 01 
state officers doing business in :: 
regularly designated state capital 
and as such was considered a de 
lacto state.. 
A striking feature of Missouri’s 
first constitution, which since has 1 
been revised several times, was a ! 
phrase describing the state as a! 
“free 
and 
independent 
republic. 1 
Another, which still holds good, is 
the prohibition against granting the 
right of suffrage to any soldier, 
sailor or matine. Efforts are being 
made at present to convoke a con­ 
stitutional convention to revise the 
instrument.

July 
19— Friends 
of 
Prince Joachim, of 
Hoheitfcoliem, 
deny stories current in BerHn that 
iiis suicide at Potsdam Sunday was 
brought about by scandal. 
They 
say that aside from his martial dis­ 
appointment the prince was acute­ 
ly emivarrassed through his restrict­ 
ed finances. 
Prince Joachim is also reported 
to have been brooding 
over 
the 
ultimate fate of the former royal 
house, and the criticism to which 
his father has been subjected. 
By 
those close to 
the 
Hohenzollern 
family, when it was in power in 
Berlin Prince Joachim was said to 
have been the favorite son of the 
former German Empress, and fears 
are expressed that the news of his 
suicide may have a fatal effect on 
her. 
She recently 
suffered 
an 
acute return of heart trouble. 


Berlin, July 19.—Prince Joachim 
of Hohenzollern, youngest son of 
former Emperor William, commit­ 
ted suicide yesterday in Potsdam. 
Joachim is believed to. have been 
in financial straits. He was recent­ 
ly divorced. 
Later advices say Prince Joachim 
shot himself Saturday while in his 
residence, the Villa Lignite, Pots­ 
dam. 
He was removed to St. Jo­ 
seph’s Hospital, whehe he died a 
lew hours later. 
Joachim recently had been suf­ 
fering from great mental depres­ 
sion. 
The only member of the former 
imperial family in Potsdam is Eitel 
Frederick, the former Emperor’s 
second son. 
Price Joachim was born Decem­ 
ber 17, 1S90, in Berlin. H e served 
in the late war on both the western 
and eastern fronts. 
In the first 
year of the war he was wounded 
in the fighting in France, and for 
a long time it was feared he would 
not recover. 
When he did recover 
he was transferred to the Russian 
front where he had several escapes 
from capture and afterwards 
a 
serious illness. 
After the defeat of the Germans 
there were rumors that Emperor 
William would abdicate in favor of 
Joachim.
